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Sales Tax Case Handed To Judge 


Circuit Judge William H. Bald- 
win called court to order ai 9:00 
a.m. Friday nfétning, December 29, 
in the Enterprise courthouse. 

Approximately fifty people gath- 
ered in the courtroom in anticipa- 
tion of a ruling being made in the 
legality of a 1/2¢ Coffee County 
sales tax. 

The tax was imposed by the 
Coffee County Commission on July 
17 in order to fund the building of a 
new county jail in New Brockton. 
The building of a new jail was 
brought about as part of an out-of- 
court settlement in a case, Moore 
vs Paul, being tried in federal court. 


NEW JAIL MUST BE 
COMPLETED BY SEP- 
TEMBER 1990 


A new jail must be completed 
by September 1990 in order to meet 
a U.S. federal district court consent 
decree. 

The 1/2¢ sales tax has been be- 
ing collected by the county since 
November 1, but the legality has 
been challenged by the Taxpayers’ 
Defense Committee. They have 
questioned the Coffee County 
Commission's authority to levy the 
sales tax. 

A judgement was filed October 
27 by the committee maintaining 
that the county commission did not 
have the authority to impose the 
sales tax because the "special tax" 
referred to in the State Code relates 
only to property tax. 

The commission defends its 
right to impose the tax stating that 
two sections of the Code of Ala- 
bama specifically gives them the 
authority to do so. 

Judge Baldwin, présiding circuit 
judge for the 22nd Judicial Circuit, 
was appointed by the Alabama Su- 
preme Court and Administrative 
Office of Courts to hear the case. 
He resides in Andalusia, Alabama. 


SPECIAL JUDGE AP- 
POINTED BY ALABAMA 
SUPREME COURT TO 
HEAR SALES TAX CASE 


Local county, circuit, and dis- 
trict judges asked to be relieved of 
this responsibility because of their 
“personal involvement"(social ac- 
quaintances and friendships) with 
parties involved in the case. 

Both attorneys, Paul Young, rep- 
resenting the committee and Daryl 
Masters, representing the commis- 
sion, presented the court with writ- 
ten brief. Neither attorney chose to 
make an oral presentaticn to the 
court. 

However, Judge Baldwin did 
ask the county's attomey, Masters, 
to explain to the court how this 
case would delay the settlement of 
the the case (Moore vs Paul) now 
in federal court. This assertion had 
been made in the brief offered to 
the court by the commission's attor- 
ney. 

Masters said that showing overy 
possible act of good faith to carry 
out the court (federal) decree was 
an essential part of the county's re- 
sponse in the inmate's case. 


JUDGE WILLIAM BALD-

Judge Baldwin, after asking if 
there was any other evidence or 
statements to be presented to the 
court at this time, stated that he 
would review each of the briefs 
and render his decision on or before 
January 15. Each of the brief con- 
sisted of 10 or 11 pages. 

The hearing had lasted only 
about fifteen minutes from begin- 
ning to end. 

After court, several members of 
the commission expressed their sur- 
prise to the shortness of the session. 
They stated that they thought there 
would be witnesses called and testi- 
mony given, but that was up to 
their attorney. 


After court was adjourned and the courtroom began to clear, Commission- 
ers Eagerton, DuBose Crittenden, Bradley and County Administrator Mo- 
bley are shown discussing action taken in the sales tax case.

days. Before the weather eased, 
many of our customers lost natural 


gas service, including about a third 
of homes in Dothan. 

"This time we had more warning 
of the cold,” Smith said, "and we 
knew how to handle it better. We 
took certain steps within our sys- 
tem and got word out to our cus- 
tomers, and cut off most of our 
non-residential customers early on. 

"We came through in fine 
shape,” Smith said, “but only: be- 
cause everybody cooperated. I can't 
say enough in praise of the people 
of Southeast Alabama. Our em- 
ployees, the media, and especially 
our customers all worked together, 
and was made it.

idian Education class for elementary and high school students. 

Mrs. Sullivan attended Troy State University where she carned a B. A. in Eng - 

sh and French. She is currently enrolled in graduate school completing her Mas 
ter's Degree in English. 

This year's Indian Education class will be working with Apple computers, which 
were federally funded under the Indian Education Program. Not only will the com- 
puter program be offered to Indian Education class students, but to all students in 
grades K-6 and the 8th grade students in the Life Skills class from the high school 
All students will go to the computer lab one day cach week for one hour. Twelve 
students will go to the class at one time, and this will allow cach student to have his 
or her own computer, 

There are six different general programs for students to choose from and 226 
programs in cach of the six. Language includes phonics (vowels and consonants), 
spelling skills, and reading logos and words. Math includes working with adding, 
subtracting, multiplying and dividing, decimals, fractions, and graphs. Jt also deals 
with learning to tell the time and measuring objects with a ruler. Science deals with 
earth facts, nature, ecology, scientific processes, and elements of the carth. Social 
studies includes facts of pioneers and presidents, the Middle East, North America, 


and Latin America, the fifty states, and the world community economics. 

Thinking skills pertain to the simplyfying of problems, exhaustive listening and 
trail and error. Computer Skills explains how various programs work by word pro- 
cessing and computer presentations. The class also offers a program for teachers 
called Apple. This allows the teacher to make out tests and worksheets for students. 

The Indian Education program will begin on January 2. The students will also be 
preparing for a Computer Science Fair to be held in March at the Enterprise State

I can't stand change. And when 
the change involves someone close 
and dear to me, the severing of a re- 
lationship - - it is met with even 
more reluctance on my part. 

That is why, as the decade 
dawns, my heart is torn over losing 
my shepherd. My dear pastor, Bro. 
Ed, is following God's voice to 
shepherd others. 

JUST a "minister of my church" 
I could understand and maybe ad- 
just to. But Bro, Ed is friend, fami- 
ly. He came to this church within 
two weeks of our arrival, 12 years 
ago. His Scotty and my Glenn to- 
gether have swatted bumble bees in 
my back yard and sweated gallons 
on Hale County's football field, de- 
fending the Black and Gold. 

His Timmy and Johnny have 
buddied with my Greg, have put 
their feet under my table as my 
own sons. Together the fellows 
have slopped white paint on my 
white asbestos house (and on my 
red brick porch - white paint that 
will be there for decades, a remin- 
der of the fun the boys had togeth- 
er.) 

His Johnny and my Glenda 
shared the same grade in school - 
they shared the same nonchalant at- 
titude toward English and Math, the 
same philosophy about "jife being 
made for fun." 

His wife Shirley and I have 
laughed and cried together over our 
kids, we've travailed over college 
expenses, we've exulted together 
over finding fabulous bargains - es- 
pecially in the cloth category (we're 
both out-of-the-closet ‘clothahol- 
ics’). 

But maybe more important than 
all has been Bro. Ed's closeness 
with Joe, my husband. They go 
‘way back;’ were in school at 
Moundville from seventh through 
twelfth grade - - played together, 
rode on log trucks to visit girls to- 
gether. Their ways parted, opposite 
sides of the world. 

Then God permitted them to 
come together again, in the same 
church for 12 years - to laugh to- 
gether, to bear burdens together, to 
be brothers in the Lord as minister- 
deacon, friends. And we didn't 
want the wonderful! closeness of 
our relationship with Bro. Ed and 
his family to ever end. 

But God Sees things with an 
eternal eye, not with our small, nar- 
row vision. And we never would 
have loved Bro. Ed as our pastor in 
the first place if he hadn't been a 
man under God's direction, His 
leadership. 

Our dear pastor and his family 
have "stood in their place" in 
Moundville Baptist and in the en- 
tire commiunity, the town, the 
county, If a poll were taken in the 
west Alabama area it would not 
surprise me in the least to find Rev. 
Edwin King was more widely 
known and loved than any other 
one individual; in fact a nurse at 
Druid City (where he was once de- 
tained for a few hours following an 
accident) - the nurse testified that 
he had been the recipient of more 
visits and calls than any other pa- 
tient they'd ever had, save one oth-

‘It is because Bro. Ed has been, , this 


and truly is, a pastor, a shepherd of 
the sheep that God has entrusted to 
his care - not just a preacher on 
Sunday. And he is everyone's pas- 
tor - his "field" knows no limit; he 
visits, prays, and weeps over "sister 
Suzie's third cousin on her ex- 
husband's side of the family" as 
much as his next-door neighbor; his 
heart is one of compassion. 

As Jesus wept over the city of 
Jerusalem, so Bro. Ed has travailed 
over Moundville He has been the 
town's minister, not just the minis- 
ter of The Baptist Congregation. 

He has redeemed the time, the 
Opportunity open to him in this 
town by speaking at the local high 
school, by winning the love of the 
Students at ball games and pep ral- 
lies, by showing a love for sports 
and combining that with an exam- 
ple of high morals and service to 
Jesus Christ. 

He has been a shining example 
and the whole town has come to 
love him. He has been willing to go 
to those torn with emotional or 
family problems, regardless of their 
affiliation/non-affiliation with “his 
church." He has helped resolve 
their financial difficulties, he has 
married their young, counseled 
their troubled (at all hours of the 
night), visited their sick, buried 
their dead. 

(I have stood in awe - wonder- 
ing at his endless physical Strength, 
of how he could continue emotion- 
ally - seeing and hearing so much 
sorrow, sO many problems. And of- 
ten with me failing him - failing to 
"hold his hands up," to give my full 
support to him as I should have 
done as a leader in the church my- 
self.) 

And as my selfless minister hac 
given so generously of himself - so 
has his family given. When they 
moved to this town Scotty was only 
12; he and his brothers did not get 
to see, to play with, to spend time 
with their dad as much as they 
would have liked; he was most of- 
ten gone - serving others. 

His wonderful dad lived alone, 
out in the hills; Bro, Ed was able to 
give him only hurried visits - - and 
now it is too late. His dear wife 
Shirley packed for vacations - then 
unpacked explaining to the kids 
about someone's sickness or death 
that their dad had to minister to. 

She left on a two-day trip with 
her mate after three years of no 
time away, only to be hurriedly 
called back home. She long ago 
gave up on trying to plan family 
meal umes or hope for a leisurely 
shopping trip together, or a quiet 
time without the phone ringing, 

And yet she has sacrificed it all 
with a loving, sweet spirit. She al- 
ways has a loving smile, a glow 
about her, and is so supportive of 
her husband. The church, the entire 
town, is going to miss Bro. Ed, but 
it is als6 going to miss his entire 
family. 

The Lord has blessed our con- 
gregation -under the leadership of 
Rev. Edwin King - we've added a 
gymnasium, extra Sunday School 
rooms. When our families came to 


church Wednesday night 
prayer service was poorly attended 
since there were no children's activ- 
ities at that hour. (Girls in Action 
and RA's for boys met on Monday 
afternoons, with approximately 15 
girls and 6 - 8 boys.) 

One day Bro. Ed and I discussed 
changing the children's program to 
Wednesday nights. "We'll just have 
to grow us a Wednesday night chil- 
dren's program, Faye," the vision- 
ary said. 

And grow it, the Lord has done - 
with the help of many, many in the 
church. Some Wednesday nights 
we now have nearly 75 children 
and youth. And they all love Bro. 
Ed. And I doubt that there are any 
of them who Bro. Ed does not 
know by name (and often, by cir- 
cumstance). 

Yes - as the decade ends my 
heart is sad over losing my shep- 
herd. And yet - I still have my real, 
most important Shepherd, I will ry 
to do as Bro. Ed has taught us to do 
- to love God supremely, to carry 
on His work, to work even harder 
now than before in order to help 
others pick up the slack until anoth- 
er undershepherd is led by God to 
our church, 


For I believe that the best way I, 
and others, can pay honor to Bro. 
Ed's years of service here is to live 
out the love, the compassion for 
this town, that he has taught us by 
word and example. To remember 
the way he has faithfully fed us 
with the Living Word, the entire 
Gospel - how he has evangelized 
continually - and remembering his 
example to go forth to do this our- 
selves. 

"May God give you, another 
place in which to serve him and 
give you renewed strength with 
which to do it" is my prayer for 
Rey. Ed King, my wonderful pastor 
for the past 12 years. 

"And may you never forget that 
I- we - love you!

Controversy Clouds New Brockton Council 


Once again, a large crowd of 
New Brockton citizens gathered in 
city hall Tuesday evening, January 
2, as the city council held its first 
mecting of the year, 

All the councilmen were present 
with the exception of Laymon Tin 
dol. 

The controversy started shortly 
after the meeting was called to or- 
der and the minutes of the last 
mecling were approved 

Mayor Jim Driskell asked the 
council to review the bills for the 
month of December _ totaling 
$877.98. A bill from Ed Sherling 
Ford of Enterprise for wrecker ser- 
vice in the amount of S45 was 
quesuoned by Councilmen Britt 
Lee and Charles Cole 

Their question to the mayor was 

What was this bill for? 

The mayor told the council that 
the police deparunent had request 
ed that a vehicle be towed after 
they had stopped it and that Ed 
Sherling’s wrecker had been called 

Councilmen Cole and Britt ques 
tioned two things: first 
the vehicle towed in the first place 
when, according to their sources, it 
could have been driven away from 
the location and secondly, why was 
an out-of-town wrecker 
called to tow the automobile. 

Cole and Britt stated that they 
didn't feel that the city or the indi 
vidual owning the automobile 
should be responsible for paying 
the wrecker fee 

Mayor — Driskell ‘The 
wrecker fee would be included in 
the court cost when the case involy 
ing the owner of the automobile 
was settled. The city would be re 
imbursed the amount of the bill.” 

Councilman Ralph Medley stat- 
ed that he felt, “the court should de- 
cide who was right or wrong, the 
police or the individual. We (the 
council) are not a judicial system 
That's all I have to say on it." 

After the discussion, Council- 
man Bud Goodson made the mo- 
uion that the bills be paid with the 
excepuon of the wrecker fee. Lee 
seconded the motion and the vote 
was unanimously for the motion. 

The mayor said that he would 
check with city attorney as to what 
should be done with the wrecker 
biil. 

The next order of business was 
the recommendation by Mayor 
Driskell to accept the proposal in 
the amount of $1,000 from Goolsby 
Piumbing and Electric to connect 
city hall to the cily sewage system 
Driskell said that this is something

Mayor Driskell told the council 
that the water board would pay half 
of the cost on the sewage connec- 
tion at city hall.

With the awarding of the bid to 
Brothers Plumbing & 
Electric, the agenda was completed. 

When Mayor Driskell ask the 
councilmen if they had anything to 
discuss, Councilman Cole stated 
that he did and that it was concem- 
ing the police department. He stat- 
ed that it had been reported to him 
that they were harassing and fol- 
lowing people 

The mayor asked Cole, “Is the 
same ....?", Cole, before the mayor 
finished the question, responded, 
The same policemen.” 

Police officers being referred to 
were Jackson and Gilbert. These of- 
ficers are the ones involved in the 
Priscilla Foster incident in which 
Mrs. Foster alleged that undue 
force was used and unprofessional

Driskell told the council, "Well,

Mrs. Alma Hornsby, the individ- 
ual to whom Cole was referring to 
in his statement to the mayor, that 
the police department was “harass- 
ing and following", began to ad- 
dress the council even before she 
was recognized 

She said, “Well Mr. Mayor, 
we're being harassed and you've got 
a walking ume bomb in Officer 
Jackson. This is something that 
happened last night and yesterday - 
in the last twenty-four hours. He 
(Jackson) is a walking ime bomb 
wailing to exploded on someone 
and he's dangerous." 

Mrs. Hornsby related to the 
council several incidences where 
members of her family had been al- 
legedly followed by officers of the 
New Brockton Police Department. 

She said that her son-in-law, her 
daughters and even she had been 
followed or stopped by the officers. 

Several accusations and counter 
accusations were exchanged be- 
tween Mrs. Hornsby and Police 
Chief Richard Nichols who was in 
attendance at the council meeting. 

Mayor Driskell stated that the 
police officers had been instructed 
not to follow you (Hornsby) or 
bother you in any shape or form. 

Both sides expressed their wish- 
es to have the “Foster Incident” and 
other matters involving the police 
department resolved as soon as pos- 
sible and in a fair and just manner.

Coffee County Commission 
Chairman Billy Eagerton was out 
of town last Thirsday when Circuit 
Judge William Baldwin ruled 
against the county's new half-cent 
sales tax but hit the ground running 
when he returned Friday 

Eagerton announced in an 3 p.m. 
press conference that an appeal of 
the ruling would be filed and Judge 
Baldwin would be ask to "stay” his 
order, thus allowing the continued 
collection of the tax during the ap- 
pea! process 

The ruling was as foilows

sion my have been in attempting 
to alleviate a public need relat- 
ing te the County Jail, the Com- 
mission had no authority to en- 
act the sales tax ordinance in 
quesuon: it is therciore, consid-

DERED, ADJUDGED and DE- 

CREED by the Court that the 

purported sales tax ordinance 

entided Coffee County Ordi- 
nance No. | enacted by the Cof- 
fee County Commission August 

29, 1989, with effective date No- 

vember 1, 1989, is hereby de- 

clared to be void, invalid and un- 
enforceable; and all tax 
collecting authoritics are en- 
joined from attempting to collect 
the privilege or license tax pur- 
portedly levied by said ordi- 
nance. Done in Office this the 

3rd day of January, 1990." 

Chairman Egerton began by stat- 
ing, “Needless to say, to us, it is 
very disappointing and discourag- 
ing. We are caught between a rock 
and a hard spot to say the least. We 
have a federal judge on one side 
saying, ‘build a jail or alleviate 
overcrowding and upgrade your 
present facilities. On the other side 
we agreed to this and settled one 
law suit where we were sued by 
prisoners. Then we put on a lax to

"Its very disappomtiny,” said 
Eagericn. 
Eagerton contended that’ the 


Code of Alabama gives the com 
mission the authority to levy the 1/ 
2¢ sales tax to be used in funding 
the construction of a new jail 

The commission did what they 
thought was right “or the people of 
Coftee Count according to Eager 
ton. 

"We've got a good group ol 
commissioners,” said Eagerton, 
"they need to hold their heads up 
high. They fought a good fight! 
The fights not over - we plan to ap- 
peal the ruling.” 

The chairman expressed his ap- 
preciation for the merchants of Cof- 
fee County for their cooperation in 
this mauer. "They have been just 
super!,” hesaid. 

The chairman is hopeful that the 
Alabama State Supreme Coun will 
rule quickly on this matter and 
deadlines can be mct conceming

Eagerton ended his statement to 
the media by saying, “Hopetully 
itll be a quick appeal. They (Su- 
preme Court)will hear it and hope- 
fully they will rule in our corner 
this ime.” 

The judge's ruling did not speci- 
fy what was to be done with the 
monies already collected from the 
lax.

City's Fire Rating Improves From 7 To 6 


The fire insurance rating for the 
City of Elba drops from a seven to 
a six, effective in March, according 
to an announcement by Elba Mayor 
Fred Moore and Fire Chief Lloyd 
Driggers at the regular council 
meeting Monday evening. 

Moore quoted from a chart he 
held and explained that the reduced 
rating should mean a three or four 
percent drop In insurance cost for 
property owners within the cily. 
Driggers explained that a request 
for a review by the insurance rat- 
ing in Autanta (ISO) was honored 
last October and the results just re- 
ceived. Both Driggers and Moore 
expressed disappointment that the 
inspection didn't result in the local 
raling dropping to a five, but were 
pleased to get any reduction for lo- 
cal cilizens. 

Moore noted Elba missed re- 
ceiving a five rating by 1.15% ! He 
said he and Driggers would review 
the report and determine was 1s 
needed to further improve the insu- 
rance rating, 

Driggers explained that if the 
city could shop the ISO office that 
considerable improvement had 
been made, another inspection 
could be scheduled anytime after 
one year. 

Moore read several numbers 
from the report. The fire alarm sys 
tem received 7.5 points out of a 
possible ten. The mayor noted this 
high number came about partially 
because of the back-up generator 
installed last summer in the police 
station to operate the telephone sys- 
tem during a power failure. This 
newspaper had received complaints 
of this problem when local citizens 
couldn't get the emergency 911 dur- 
ing a power outage. 

The fire department received a 
23 out of a possible 50 while the 
water supply received 18.57 out of 
a possible 40, 

Neither Moore nor Driggers 
have received a breakdown on the 
points received, but Driggers stated 
he could obtain a copy for study. 
He said it would be received and 
used to steadily improve the depart- 
ment and the system. 

Moore noted this inspection re 
sulted in an improvement of about 
12 points from a 1985 inspection. 

The council voied to send a 
proclamation to the fire department 


members commending them for 
their dedicated service. 


City Council Meets 


The Elba City Council did its 
rouune business Monday evening 
but also changed the meeting date 
for the next three months and got 
tough with the taxpayers money. 

They followed the recommen- 
dation of Mayor Fred Moore and 
tumed down bids to construct a 
sewer pumping station. The lift sta- 
tion is part of the federally funded 
drainage project being stalled be- 
hind the Elba Middle School. 
Moore said both he and the project 
engineer felt they could get a low- 
er bid during the summer dry sea- 
son. 

Police Chief Freddie Hanchey 
reported to the city council that the 
police received 202 complaints 
since December 11, This included 
eight uaffic accidents. 32 Traffic 
citations were issucd and this group 
included six for DUI. ‘There were 
20 criminal arrest during the same 
ume period. 

Monthly bills totaling $5863.31 
were approved for payment. 

The council will meet on Tucs- 
day nights through March 12 at the 
request of council member Randy 
Bedsole. This council member is at- 
tend night school on Monday even- 
ings during this three month period 
and asked for the change. 

The council discussed a request 
for a sewage tap to a new home 
planned on Highway 84 West, but 
within the city limits. 

Moore explained that the sewer 
line is on the opposite side of the 
four lane and the cost of boring un- 
der the highway and installing the 
required steal casing for the pipe 
could cost as much as $5,000. 

He noted that many residents of 
the community have been wailing a 
long time for the sewage service 
and he didn't feel it was right for 
the city to spend $5,000 for a new 
home without also assisting the 
homes already here. 

The council table any action on 
the matter unul Moore could get 
more accurate number of the cost 
of installing the tine.
